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REMARKS 



Claims 1 to 55 and 57 to 69 have been canceled from the subject patent 
application. Claim 56 has been amended to include the limitations of claims 60 and 61 
and is the only claim remaining under consideration. 

Since claim 56 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 60 (which 
was dependent from claim 56) and claim 61 (which was dependent from claim 60), no 
new issues have been raised by the amendment of claim 56 and the rejection of claim 
61 will be discussed in detail. Claim 61 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Waiter (US Patent No. 3,140,220) in view of Schwartz et al (US 
Patent No. 2,786.004).
